; The Bishop of Liverpool, in his address to his Diocesan Conference, expresses 
very pessintist views as to the tutare of the Charch of England.

spite of a great outward show of zeal, and a perfect plethora of talk and philanthropic 
work of a certain kind, and ceremonial machinery, the Established Church appears to 


safe retreat of the Church.” It is to be hoped that few will be disposed to’ follow 
such advice; nevertheless it is well to remember that Rome has gained many 
converts from the reaction from Rationalism, and that both Rome and Rationalien 
are at one in their hatred of the Bible, though on other points so opposed to one 
three orders—Bishops, Priests, and Deacons ; the researches of Bishop Lightfoot 
preceding and in some measure anticipating the discovery of the ancient MS.: ‘The 
Teaching of the twelve Apostles’ have made it a matter of falmost historical certainty 
that bishops, in the modern sense, did not exist in the first century, and were not 
found everywhere in the Charch till many generations afterwards. So the somewhat 
mechanical notion of succession by a chain of manual contact seems shattered by a 
failure of the initial links. Again, if we take the three great divisions—the Roman, 
the Greek, and the Anglican Churches—and consider them with reference to the 
- succession, it will be found that both the Greeks and Latins agree in denying the 
| Anglican succession. The Greeks deny Latin orders ; and as to Anglican opinion, if 
we may quote Dr. ‘Littledale as an authority on that side, there has been no validly 
created Pope since the middle ages, and breaks of continuity may be counted by the 
dozen. Thus, if th> suctession is an essential note of the Catholic Charch, we 
have the startling phenomenon of each two of its leading divisions denying that 
the third possesses this essential featare of existence.” .

themselves sometimes a little wanting in toleration towards their brother Christians, 
as in a case in Bohemia lately noticed ; but no one can hear without regret of the 
despotic proceedings of the Russian authorities banishing Lutheran pastors to 
Smolensk, and depriving them of their livings, for such crimes ss mentioning in their 
sermons historical facts as to Russia having in former times injured their churches.

Surely it is much to be regretted that Bishop Ryle, in describing so graphically the 
tremendous conflict now going on in the Church of England between Romanisers 
and Protestants, should not more distinctly affirm which side he believes to be 
defending God's truth, and not merely which may have the sanction of ecclesiastical 
law. We must charitably believe that the words “it seems impossible to find out 
who is right and who is wrong” refer only to conformity or nonconformity with 
eoclesiastical law ; but even if there be uncertainty as to ite decisions, there is surely 
‘none as to the unsoriptaral and Christ-dishononring character of the teaching of the 
Ritualistsa. There was a time when no one could expose this more doquently or 
forcibly than Dr. Ryle himself, but it was before he was made a bishop. Oh, that we 
had more of the faithfal outepokenness of “ Ryle’s Tracte"’ thirty years ago ! 


We would remind our readers throughout the country of the importance of 
making use of this month for preparation for the Week of Prayer at the commence- 
ment of the new year.

Then, in some 
eases, there are Young Men's Christian Association rooms, and as this is neutral 
ground, arrangements might be made by the Young Men's Christien Association 
Committee where it is found difficult to get the ministers in any place to take the 
initiative. Small meetings are better than none, and, indeed, often the tone of the 
smaller and more private meetings is more spiritual and conducive to real prayer 
’ than that of the larger and more formal ones, Later on in this number our readers 
__ will find an outline of the subjects for each day, and the Secretaries of the Alliance 
will gladly forward the fall programme to all applicants. Where meetings cannot 
be held, it may be well if the subject for each day is remembered in family and 
private prayer. Above all, let earnest prayer ascend that this coming concert of 
supplication throughout the world may be what Scripture calls “praying in the 
Holy Ghost,” and that there may be such earnest reality in pleading with God that 
the Week of Prayer may be followed by « year of blessing.
